The resolution had no 
chance of passage since six members on 
the Secunf*. Council abstained from \oting 
and h?d given indication they would be-' 
fore the 
balloting. This sort of tlung 


smacks of the Congressional practice of 
voting for a bill one knows won't be ap- 
proved merely to get on the record for 
the constituents back home. There is pol- 
itics here but not statesmanship. 


The balance that must be maintained 


between allegiance to our big allies while 
differing \\uli them on matters of colonial 
policy is admittedly delicate. The colonies 
of the world definitely are on the way out

The senior citizens are becoming mnre 


important politically every day. That fact 


may account 'for the 53 to 44 vote in the 


Wisconsin Assembly authorizing a

endum on bingo in April, 1962. 


The bin^o resolution was 
introduced 


by Assemblyman Sobocmski, ( D - South 
Milwaukee ) this year just as it has been 
at previous legislative sessions. Sobocinski 
says the people of Wisconsin should have 
a chance to say whether or not they favor 
bingo. If they say they do his resolution 
provides that the legislature shall initiate 
a 
constitutional amendment to 
legalize 


b:neo If that resolution is adopted by the 
legislature in 1963 and again in 1965, and 
if it is approved by a state1,1, ide referen- 
dum, legislation authorizing bingo will be 
possible. 


Some bingo supporters look 
on this 


resolution as a fraud. They point out that 
such groups as firemen, \eterans organi- 
zations and others may waste a great deal 
of money campaigning for the referendum 


without realizing nothing can come of it. 
On the other hand, Sobocinski says that 
waste of money on such resolutions could 
be brought to a halt by merely adopting 
them. Legislators support such measures 
because they know during the next cam- 
paign they will probably be approached 
by some nice old lady who wants bingo 
legalized and they want to be in position 
to say they supported the bill. 


If we must have bingo it 
should 
be 


* closely regulated. A good set 
of rules 


would provide that no bingo 
card 
may 


cost more than 25 cents. No more than 24 
persons may play in any bingo game, not 
more than one set of bingo may be in op- 
ciation in any building in Wisconsin 
at 


any given time, that no prize may have a 
value of more than $3 and finally that all 
receipts above the cost of the prizes and 
the bare expenses must be paid to the state 
treasury. 


Such rules would take most of the fun 


out of it but it would give us safe legal 
bingo.
